In  addition  to  the  above  142  children  were  examined  that 
had  been  referred  for  treatment  m previous  years,  as  well  as 
41  spcial  cases.  The  total  number  of  children,  therefore,  that 
were  examined  during  the  year  was  690. 

STAFF. 

The  Staff  of  the  School  Medical  Service  of  the  County  >f 
the  Borough  of  Carmarthen  consists  of  the  School  Medical 
Officer,  who  is  also  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  as  well  as 
Medical  Officer  to  the  Carmarthen  Borough  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  assisted  by  a part-time  School  Nurse,  who  is  also  the 
Carmarthen  Borough  District  Nurse.  She  is  maintained  )V 
'the  Carmarthen  Borough  District  Nursing  Association,  and  the 
Borough  Education  Committee  contribute  the  sum  of  £^o  per 
annum  to  the  Nursing  Association  in  consideration  of  the 
Nurse’s  services  as  a part-time  School  Nurse.

The  Borough  Surveyor  acts  as  Architect  to  the  Schools, 
and  superintends  all  repairs  that  are  necessary. 

CO-ORDINATION. 

Practically  no  arrangements  have  been  made  for  co- 
ordinating the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Service  with  other 
health  services  beyond  the  fact  that  (a)  the  School  Medic  il 
Officer  carries  out  the  duties  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health",  and 
those  of  Medical  Officer  to  the  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

(b)  There  are  no  Nursery  Schools. 

(c)  There  are  no  privisions  for  cases  of  Debilitated  Child- 
ren under  school  age- 

THE  SCHOOL  i^EOIGAL  SERVICE  IN  RELATION  TO 
PUBLIC  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 

(a)  The  first,  second  and  last  Schools  on  the  above  list 
comprise  substantial  brick  buildings  of  recent  construction, 
and  occupy  convenient  positions,  with  ample  air  space  sur- 
rounding them.  The  general  construction,  ventilation,  light- 
ing, heating,  sanitary  arrangements  and  equipment  are,  con- 
sequently, more  up  to  modern  requirements  than  those  exist- 
ing in  the  three  remaining  schools,  which  have  been  longer 
erected  and  subjected  to  various  alterations  and  improvements 
from  time  to  time. 

Improvements  might  still  be  carried  out  at  some  of  the 
schools. 

Taking  the  schools  in  order: — 

JOHNSTOWN  SCHOOL. 

There  is  no  water  carriage  system  of  sewerage  in  con- 
nection with  this  school,  and  the  pail  closet  system  has  been 
resorted  to.  The  receptacles  being  periodically  emptied  by 
the  Corporation  labourers. 

The  playgrounds  require  asphalting  and  proper  draining, 
as  they  are  frequently  flooded  during  wet  weather,  and  the 
ground  becomes  covered  with  mud. 

The  cost  of  reconstructing  the  playgrounds  has  been 
estimated  at  £200.  The  work  will,  therefore,  have  to  be  post- 
poned for  the  present,  owing  to  the  high  cost  of  labour  and 
material. 
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A few  minor  repairs  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year 
to  the  roof,  yards  and  windows. 

ST.  MARY’S  ROMAN  CATHOLIC  SCHOOL. 

A new  building  has  now  been  erected  for  this  School,  o 
replace  the  old  and  dilapidated  premises  previously  occupied 
in  Mill  Street. 

The  new  School  building  is  built  on  a site  recently  ac- 
quired by  the  purchase  of  a field  known  as  Parcyscubor,  which 
is  situated  near  the  Roman  Catholic  rnurch,  on  the  west  side, 
and  north  of  Union  Street. 

It  occupies  a somewhat  elevated  position  above  the  town, 
is  erected  on  a dry,  sandy  soil,  and  provides  accommodation 
for  128  scholars. 

The  new  premises  were  occupied  in  April  of  this  year,  it 
the  termination  of  the  Easter  holidays. 

The  lavatory  seats  are  of  adult  size,  and  should  be  replaced 
by  smaller  ones  suitable  for  infants  and  children.  A stop  tap 
to  the  water  supply  for  the  above  is  so  placed  as  to  be  access- 
able  for  the  children  to  play  with.  mis  should  be  boxed  -n 
and  kept  under  lock  and  key,  otherwise  the  general  arrange- 
ments are  satisfactory- 

QUAY  STREET  COUNCIL  SCHOOL. 

Windows  need  cleaning,  and  a length  of  eaves  troughing 
is  required  in  the  Infants’  department.  Certain  structural 
repairs  have  been  carried  out  to  the  walls,  drains,  roofs, 
troughs  and  ventillators;  besides  repairs  to  inside  fittings, 
such  as  lavatory  basins,  desks,  black  boards,  etc* 

PRIORY  STREET  CHURCH  OF  ENGLAND  SCHOOL. 

The  girls’  playground  is  somewhat  rough  and  dusty 
dry  weather. 

The  boys’  urinal  is  very  unsatisfactory,  the  floors  being 
constantly  wet.  It  has  been  badly  planned,  and  should  be 
altered.  The  large  grating  near  it  needs  attention,  as  well  as 
a gulley  in  front  of  the  School. 

A great  defect  in  both  the  boys’  and  girls’  departments 
of  this  School  is  the  prevailing  gloom  and  want  of  good  light. 
As  previously  suggested,  the  boys’  room  would  be  greatly 
improved  by  the  substitution  of  a plain  glass  window  for  the 
existing  stained  glass  one. 
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MODEL  SCHOOL. 

Interior  decoration  of  the  walls  and  woodwork  in  the 
Infants’,  Girls’  and  Boys’  departments  have  been  carried  out, 
as  well  as  internal  repairs,  such  as  desks,  black  boards  and 
platform. 

The  windows  should  be  more  frequently  cleaned.  The 
gullies  require  inspection,  and  two  to  be  provided  with  covers. 
Repairs  are  needed  to  the  boys’  and  girls’  sanitary  accommv)- 
dation,  and  the  ashpits  in  this  school  should  be  more  fre- 
quently emptied  than  they  have  been  in  the  past,  or  should 
be  done  away  with  and  small  refuse  bins  substituted. 

PENTREPOTH  SCHOOLS. 

Repairs  have  been  carried  out  to  roof  and  windows,  and 
to  the  girls’  lavatories.  A new  drain  has  been  constructed, 
with  gulley  and  man-hole.  In  the  infants’  department  there 
are  five  defective  rain  water  pipes,  and  all  the  windows  need 
cleaning. 


AS  TO  ALL  THE  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  lavatories  at  all  the  schools- 

There  is  no  proper  provision  for  drying  the  children’s 
clothes  and  footgear  in  any  of  the  schools. 

With  this  exception,  the  general  equipment  of  all  may  : e 
regarded  as  more  or  less  satisfactory. 

WATER  SU^E-LIES. 

All  the  schools  are  provided  with  water  from  the  public 
mains,  also  with  lavatory  basin's' for  handwashing.  : 

With  the  exception  of  Johnstown,  all  the  schools  have 
their  drains  connected  with  the  town  sewers. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

. ; ; The  organisation  of  Medical  Inspection  has  been  left  m 
the  hands  of  the  Schopl  Medical  Officer. 

(a)  The  Age  Groups  inspected  were  as  follows: — 

Entrants  ages  3,4,  6.  Other  ages. 

Intermediate  group  age,  8.  Leavers  ages,  12,  13,  14. 
Other  ages. 

(b)  1 he  Board’s  Schedule  of  Medical  Inspection  has  been 
exactly  followed. 


(c)  Suspected  Tuberculous  Cases  ' are  brought  to  the 

notice  of  the  Local  tuberculosis  Physician.  Certain  other 
cases  are  recommended  to  the  County  Infirmary.  ‘Beyond 
these,  no  other  steps  were  taken  during  1923.  * ' 

(d)  As  a rule,  very  little  disturbance  of  the  School  ar- 
rangements occurs  beyond,  .the  taking  of  the  Head  Te,acher 
from  his  work,  as  the  examinations  are  usually  made  in  one -of 
the  class  rooms  and  the  rest  of  the  school  work  goes  on  as 
usual. 

TREATMENT  OF  UNOLEANLiNESS. 

The  following  report  indicates  briefly  the  summary  of  the 
work  done  by  the  School  Nurse  during  1923.  > > 

(a)  The  average  number  of  visits  per  annum  made  by  the 
School  Nurse  to  each  school  is  about  .nine.  _ 

(b)  The  total  number  of  examinations  made  of  children- 
by  the  School  Nurse  in  the  year,  in  the  schools,  was  4,296- 

(c)  The  number  of  individual  children  found  unclean  was 

108. 

(d)  No  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Authority’ 
for  cleansing,  but  the  School  Nurse,  acting  under  the  in- 
structions of  the  School  Medical  Officer,  visits  at  the  homes 
where  required,  and  gives  practical  instruction  in  Cleansing, 
in  cases  where  the  parents  have  not  carried  out  the  instruc- 
tions given  to  them  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

The  number  of  children  cleansed  was  90. 

(e)  No  legal  .proceedings  were  taken  under  the  Cfiild- 
ren’s  Act,  1908. 

FINDINGS  0F>koiCAL  BNSPEOTION, 

REVIEW  OF  FACTS  DISCLOSED  BY  MEDICAL 
INSPECTION. 

(a)  Uncleanliness. — Twenty-six  cases  were  observed  at 
the  routine  inspections,  and  were  recommended  for  treatment, 
and  a certain  number  had  to  be  excluded  for  a time. 

(b)  Forty-seven  cases  of  minor  ailments  were  noted  and 
recommended  for  treatment. 

This  excessive  number  of  minor  ailments  was  due  to  an 
epidemic  of  Impetigo,  which  occurred  in  the  girls’  department 
of  one  of  the  schools,  and  which  included  a group  of  35  child- 
ren. Two  were  cases  of  Ringworm  of  the  scalp.  All  these 
were  excluded  from  school  until  successfully  treated. 
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c)  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. — Eighteen  cases  were  observed 
and  seventeen  were  referred  for  tratment.  The  majority 
were  enlarged  tonsils  only.  Some  of  these  were  permanently 
enlarged,  while  others  naturally  improved  in  course  of  time 
without  operative  or  other  treatment. 

(d)  Tisborculosls. — No  definite,  and  but  one  case  of 
suspected  Tuberculosis  was  observed,  and  this  was  recom- 
mended to  seek  the  advice  of  the  Tuberculosis  Physician,  an 
official  appointed  and  maintained  by  the  King  Edward  VIE 
Welsh  National  Memorial  Association. 

(e)  Skin  Disease. — Altogether  thirty-seven  cases  of  Im- 
petigo and  two  of  Ringworm  of  head  came  under  observation- 
These  were  temporarily  excluded  from  school  while  being 
treated. 

(f)  External  Eye  Disease. — Seven  cases,  two  of  Blep- 
haritis, two  of  Keratitis,  one  of  Corneal  Opacity,  and  two 
of  other  conditions.  There  were  other  slight  cases  observed, 
but  not  considered  of  sufficient  importance  to  demand  treat- 
ment. Cases  of  Keratitis,  if  considered  Tuberculous,  are  re- 
ferred to  the  Tuberculosis  Physician. 

(g)  Vision. — Fifty-eight  cases  of  defective  vision  were 
recorded,  and  all  were  recommended  for  treatment. 

(h)  Ear  Disease  and  Hearing. — One  case  of  Ear  Disease 
and  two  of  defective  hearing  only  came  under  observation 
during  the  year. 

(i)  Dental  DefectS.^ — Sixty-one  cases  of  dental^  defects 

were  observed  that  were  considered  sufficiently  defective  to  be 
referred  for  treatment.  . 

(j)  OrippliQg  Defects  and  Orthopedics. — One  case  of 
tuberculous  disease  of  the  knee  joint,  and  one  of  the  hip,  were 
observed. 

6.  infectious  Disease. — Children  from  houses  infected 
with  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria  are  promptly  excluded  from 
school  for  a time.  , 

The  infant  department  of  the  Model  School  was  closed 
under  the  advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  from  March 
t;th  to  April  gth,  in  consequence  of  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet 
Fever..  The  remaining  Schools  were  not  closed. 

. 7.  Following  Up — The  part-time  School  Nurse . has 

hitherto  visited  at  the  homes  of  children  affected  with  Ring- 
worm, nits  in  the  hair  and  other  minor  ailments,  and  given 
practical  instruction  to  the  parents  in  the  methods  recom- 
mended for  treatment. 
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A new  School  Nurse  has  recently  been  appointed  and  will 
commence  duties  in  the  New  Year.  She  has  been  instructed 
to  carry  out  the  work  of  Following  Up,  according  to  the  re- 
commendations suggested  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Board 
of  Education  on  the  occasion  of  his  recent  visit. 

MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

(a)  Mmor  AHr/BentS. — Amone  the  47  minor  ailments  re- 
corded are  included  2 cases  of  Ringworm  of  the  Scalp,  but 
none  of  the  body.  The  treatment  of  Ringworm  of  the  Scalp 
by  means  of  the  X Rays  is  not  available  at  present,  but 
through  careful  attention  to  details  of  treatment,  by  means  of 
ointments  and  lotiofis,  all  the  cases  observed  in  the  schools 
are  being  cured.  The  School  Nurse  has  received  minute  in- 
structions as  to  the  details  of  treatment,  and  has  personally 
attended  to  a number  of  the  cases  at  their  own  homes. 

Other  minor  defects  have  been  treated  at  home  in  the 
usual  manner. 

(b)  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. — Out  of  Seventeen  cases  that 
were  noted,  only  one  was  efficiently  treated  by  operation,  and 
two  others  were  treated  otherwise. 

Many  of  the  Seventeen  cases  of  Enlarged  Tonsils  ob- 
served occurred  among  infants,  and  were  recommended  for 
treatment,  but  not  necessarily  operative  treatment.  It  does 
not  appear,  however,  that  much  in  the  way  of  “Hygienic”  or 
other  paliative  treatment  is  often  resorted  to. 

(c)  Tuberculosis. — Cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  advised  to 
cotisult  either  their  own  medical  attendants,  or  are  referred 
to  the  Tuberculosis  Physician,  and  are  kept  under  observation 
by  the  School  Medical  Officer.  The  treatment  may  be  said  to 
be  satisfactory. 

(d)  Skin  Disease. — As  a general  rule  attention  is  paid 
the  recommendations  sent  to  parents,  and  the  cases  are  satis- 
factorily treated. 

Thirty-five  cases  of  Impetigo  occurred  more  or  less  simul- 
taneously in  the  girls’  department  of  one  of  the  schools.  These 
were  all  treated  by  the  School  Nurse  in  one  of  the  Class-rooms- 
The  ointment  and  dressings  being  supplied  at  the  expense  if 
the  Local  Education  Authority. 

(e)  External  Eye  Disease. — Blepharitis  is  the  disease 
most  commonly  met  with,  and  these  are,  as  a rule,  treated, 
and  the  School  Nurse  gives  practical  instruction  as  to  the  re- 
moval of  Scabs  and  the  application  of  ointment. 
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The  treatment  of  errors  of  refraction  is  now  more  satisr 
factory  than  was  the  case  in  former  years.  Many  more  cases 
are  now  treated.  An  oculist,  from  a neighbouring  town, 
visits  the  Infirmary  in  Carmarthen  once  a fortnight,  and  a 
number  of  school  children  are  seen  by  him,  and  prescribed  for, 
either  as  private  patients,  or  gratuitously,  by  letters  of  recom- 
mendation from  subscribers. 

(g)  Ear  Disease  and  Hearing. — Cases  of  defective  hear- 
ing are  not  treated.  Ear  disease,  such  as  discharge  from  the 
ear,  is  occasionally,  Though  not  invariably,  treated. 

(h)  Dental  Defects. — Four  cases  of  dental  defects  werfe 
more  or  less  treated  out  of  a total  number  of  6i  that- were 
referred  for  treatment.  For  the  treatment  of  dental  defects 
it-  is  most  desirable  that  there  rhould  be  a Clinic,  where  gra- 
tuitous treatment  could  be  obtained.  ■ ’ 

(i)  Crippling  Defects  and  Orthnpsedics. — Two  cases  were 
observed. 


OPEtl-Am  EDUCATION. 

(a)  Playground  Classes  are  occasionally  held  in  the  sum- 

mer-time in  the  girls’  and  infants’  departments  at  the  Pentre- 
poth  Schools,  and  in  the  infants’  department  at  the  Model 
School.  There  is  a garden  attached  to  this  school,  at  present 
used  for  teaching  gardening  to  the  boys,  that  might  be  utilised 
for  open-air  education,  if  an  adjoining  garden,  now  occupiedv 
could  be  secured  for  the  teaching  of  gardening.  ' 

(b)  School  Journeys. — There  are  none. 

(c)  School  Gamps. — There  are  none- 

(d)  Open-air  Class  Rooms  in  Public  Elementary  Schools. 

— None  exist. 

(e)  Day  Open-air  Schools.— -None  exist. 

(f)  Residential  Open-air  Schools. — None  exist. 

10.  Physical  Training. — In  all  the  schools  a certain 
amount  of  physical  training  is  carried  out  by  the  various  teach- 
ers and  assistants,  and  one  special  organiser,  or  qualified 
teacher  in  physical  training,  is  available,  being  an  assistant 
teacher  in  the  Model  Boys’  School. 

11.  Provision  of  Meals. — No  arrangements  have  been 

inade.  ■ ^ . 

12.  School  Baths. — None  exist. 

1 3 . Co-operation  of  Parents. — The  parents  are  not  regu- 
larly given  notice  of  the  examinations.  When  this  was  done 


they  seldom  or  ever  attended,  and  in  the  event  of  their  attend- 
ing in  any  numbers,  there  would  be  little  or  no  accommodation 
for  them  at  some  of  the  schools.  What  is  usually  done  is  to 
send  a message  to  request  the  presence  of  a parent  where 
cases  arise  in  which  the  presence  of  one  is  desired  for  the  elu- 
cidation of  any  points  in  connection  with  the  examination  of 
any  particular  child.  The  town  being  small,  little  difficulty 
has  yet  been  met  with  in  this  respect.  The  parents  are  usu- 
ally aware  of  the  time  of  the  examinations,  and  some  attend 
occasionally  in-order  to  ask  advice  as  to  their  co-operation  in 
the  treatment  of  defects 

14.  Go-operation  of  Teachers. 

(1) .  The  Head  Teacher  of  each  department  arranges  for 
a class  room  to  be  set  aside  for  the  examinations  of  the  child- 
ren, according  to  the  various  age  groups,  and  any  special 
cases  they  may  consider  desirable  to  be  specially  examined. 
The  Head  Teacher  also  fills  in  the  Cards,  at  the  dictation  of 
the  School  Medical  Officer,  and  they  also  undertake  the  distri- 
bution of  the  notices  to  parents,  calling  attention  to  the  de- 
fects revealed  by  the  examinations,  and  they  each  keep  a 
register  of  the  children  examined,  with  the  findings  in  each 
case.  In  some  cases  they  give  the  children  a preliminary  test 
in  hearing,  and  in  the  case  of  infants,  the  little  ones  are  taught 
to  open  their  mouths  and  show  their  teeth  and  throats,  when 
requested,  prior  to  the  visit  of  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

(2) .  Following  Up. — The  teachers  keep  themsolves  in- 
formed if  any  treatment  has  been  carried  out,  and  if  there  ap- 
pears to  be  any  benefit  derived  from  treatmnet,  and  in  the 
cases  of  those  not  treated,  they  bring  the  children  up  for  in- 
spection repeatedly  as  long  as  they  remain  m school,  and  dis- 
tribute fresh  notices  to  the  parents,  under  the  directions  of  the 
School  Medical  Officer- 

(3) .  Medical  Treatment  of  the  Children. — The  Head 

Teachers  assist  in  Medical  treatment  by  placing  short-sighted 
children  in  more  favourable  positions  as  regards  reading  the 
black  boards,  encouraging  the  girls  to  wear  fheir  hair  in  plaits, 
encouraging  exrecises  such  as  skipping,  in  cases  of  flat  foot, 
etc. , etc.  . , ; ' . - . ' 

15.  The  Co-operation  of  School  Attendance  Officers. — 

The  School  Attendance  Officer  fenders  valuable  assistance  by 
informing  4he  .School  Medical  Officer  of  the  absence  of  scholars 
on  account ’of  illness,  and  of  suspicious  cases  of  infectious  ill- 
ness coming  to  his  knowledge. 

16.  Co-operation  of  Voluntary  Bodies. — None  exist. 
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- i;.  Blind,  Deaf,  Defective  and  Epileptic  Children  — There 
is  nothing  to  report  under  this  heading. 

18.  Nursery  Schools. — None  exist.
